VERflONTERS AT CANTON.

Welcomed by Malor rtcKlnley.-Candlil- ate'i

Stirring Spte:h,

The delegation of 108 Vermonte'rB
who went to Canton, 0., to tell Maj.
McKinley about the republican vic-

tory in the Green mountain state,
arrived there the morning of Sep-tembc-

and marched at once to the
candidate's residence. The delega
tion was escorted by a full band and
a large number of citizens of Canton,
some mounted and some unmounted.
The Vermont delegation were ap-

plauded all along the line of march.
When they arrived at the house,

Senator Proctor, Gov. Woodbury,
Gov Elect Grout, Congressman
Powers, Lieut. Gov. Mansur, Lieut.
Gov-Ele- N. W. Fiske, with the
other visitors, went into the study
to meet Maj. McKinley, and the
spokesman was introduced by Olin

Merrill, chairman of the state com-

mittee, in a very happy speech.
Mr. Merrill said: "The battle in our

state was won because the freemen of
Vermont, after a full hearing and con-

sideration of both sides, rejected with
unalterable determination the pernicious
heresy of our opponents. In this action
the republicans of Vermont were unani-
mous, and the sense of their individual
duty in this great crisis brought them all
to the polls. We also had the direct and
active aid of a large number of patriotic
democrats who placed love of country
above party. The 38,000 plurality was
the largest plurality ever given any
oartv in the history of our state. We
congratulate our country on a result
which must be a true indication of the
greater victory to come in November."

Mr. Merrill was heartily applauded.
He then introduced Col. George T.

Childs, who made an excellent speech.

Maj. McKinley stepped forward at
the conclusion of Col. Child's speech

and was greeted with a storm of

cheers. He said: Mr. Chairman,
Col. Childs and my fellow citizens:

I give you welcome, generous welcome,
from an overflowing heart, to my state,
to my city and my home. I would be
unjust in my own feelings and irrespons-
ive to the kind sentiments uttered by
your spokesman if I permitted to pass
unobserved the tact tnat in tne prelimin-
ary contest for the nomination of
president, the state of Vermont gave to
me her united vote. (Applause.) The
Green Mountain state is endeared to us
all by tradition and history, m song and
story, but above all in good work mani-
fest in glorious results.

Whether in the days of the revolution,
when her hnrdv mountaineers repulsed
the best soldiers of Europe, in the days
of the rebellion", when her soldiers dis-

played the same resolute courage at Big
Bethel, Crampton's gap, Savage Station
or Gettysburg, orin the no less important
and decisive conflicts in civil life, the
people of ermont have always been
true to the best ideals and highest obli

gations of duty and active, distinguished
and useful in every great emergency

No one will deny to them a clorious
part in achieving the independence of the
colonies; none will question that they
did much to check aggressions of human
slavery and in the final triumph of the
nation in the hour of its greatest peril.
(Applause.) Nor in our later trials will
any one doubt that the example and
voice of Vermont have always been most
potential on the side of justice, honor
and right. (Cheers.)

Some of the newspapers have asked
me to interpret the result of the elections
in Vermont Sept. 1, but it seems to me

that they are their own best interpreters.
(Laughter and applause.) They have
simply declared what any student of our
history must already have discovered,

that your thoughtful and patriotic citi-

zens are as true as ever aye, truer than
ever to the tenets of good morals, good
politics and good government. (Ap-nlnus- e.

) Tliev have shown by their
ballots, by a greater preponderance
than ever, that they are more devoted
to the honor of the government, to the
maintenance of law and order and the
restoration of that sound, wise and
economic svstem which has always been

our chief pride and source of strength
than at any previous period in our
eventful history. (Applause.)

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An Ancient Village Church

Correspondence of the Calkdonian.

St.Jolmsbury East has recently bus

tained a severe loss. One of the old

landmarks, the building occupied for

nearly half a century by the Methodists
has been taken down. This course

was necessitated by the action of rain

which broke in the roof. It may be inter-

esting before we say our last good-b- y to

the beloved building to glance over its

history. In 1818 John Stiles built in

home.

Waierford Hollow, near the result nee ol

Barton Works, a Free-wi- ll Baptist

church. We have yet with us somewho
recall the plain building with its square
pews. The pews were sold until Mr,

Sttlse' interest arrived at about fifteen

hundred dollars. It is told that at one

time a Universalist minister was to
speak, but Mr. Stiles proceeded into the

pulpit and ordered him to depart with

his "Inlse doctrine." In time the necessity

for a church at that point diminished

and it was closed for some years, though

opened occasionally for special services

and used for town meetings. In 1850,

while the Rev. Jonathan Whitney was

preaching at St. Johnsbury East, in a

little building called the chapel, he urged

the necessity ol a church building. The

old church in Waterford was bought by

the conference and soon reared its head

on the east side of the main st reet here.

It was stipulated that oue-tnir- n oi tne
pews were to be free. When the church
WaS Opened Hr Winamp men nnv
members. The local pieachers were

Lyman Farnham and Daniel Carr.
The stewards were Isaac Harrington,

Tosiah Wright, Franklin Richardson,
Charles R. Hoeman and James b. inn.

Of the little band of worshippers I find

but four living, Mrs. Pamelia Wheeler

Mrs. Charity Young, Mrs. Nancy Har-

rington and Miss Susan Lee. During its
entire existence the church was largely
inHehterl to Isaac Harrington. His son
Lemuel and his family are well known
in the musical world. There was no
rlmreh in the vicinity where one was so
sure of rrood music as in the Methodist
church here. One entry in the old re

is rertainlv original. 1 he names
i three members of one family have en

tereH npainst them, "Disposed of by

means unknown." Many able preachers
have filled the now silent pulpit. Kev.
vvniinr Fiske's voice has been heard here.
r( M Perkins, afterwards member of
congress, preached here and many will

recall Kev. Urange acoti. in iouu mv,
George Bickford preached with great
acceptance and endeared himself to the
entire community. In the years 1879,

1880 and 1881, the pulpit was supplied
by the clergyman who also officiated at
the Centre. In laiv tne two pansnes
shared the ministry ot Kev. J. vvaro. in
1880 and 1881 that ol Kev. U i. uick-inso- n.

In 1882 Rev. W. B. Worthing
supplied the two pulpits.

In 180b Kev. O. c. uuiiiuaiu ui "i
Concord officiated. In 1884 Rev. E. W.

Culver of St. Johnsbury preached here

and with his ministry, so tar as tne
records show, closed the active career of
the Methodist church here. During its
life it enrolled the names ot many wno
were greatly beloved and who lett a last-

ing impresion for good heie. Isaac
Harrington was a strong man mentally
and morally. There stands on the church
books this item : "Isaac Harrington will

third of the debt rather than
i,ave the church mortgaged." Of this
record his children may well be proud.

His son. Calvin Harrington, records in

his diarv that when the new church was
hiiHinii he adanted himself to the occa

sion and became first carpenter by trade,
workingwith h immer.squareand plane;

fied the new house of worship. This son
is known to the world as professor at
Weslevan university for nearly 25 years,
and is remembered by hundreds of

an accurate and elegant scholar,

Manv recall tne quiet, strong iinsuau
lile of John Little. I may not call the
names of all the holy men and women
who worshipped in this little church.
Their godly lives and examples have
gone into the warp and woof of this
community. When the light of the
eternal morning breaks, the record ot
this church will be seen to be one that
'maketh not ashamed."

A Baltimore Philanthropist.

Enoch Pratt, the Baltimore philan-

thropist, died recently in the city where

he had dwelt for 65 years, being 88

years old. He was born at North Mid-

dleboro, in this state, September 10,

1808, closed his school days in Bridge-wate- r

academy, at the age of 15, became

a dry goods clerk in Boston, and when

23 years old went to Baltimore and

started as a commission merchant.

Shortly after he established the whole-

sale iron house of Pratt & Keith, and

afterward that of Enoch Pratt & Bro.

He gained wealth, was concerned in

than the premises devote to tne
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transportation, was a name president,
and his chief activity was in the way of

charitable enterprises. Mr. Pratt was
president of the house of reformation
and instruction for negro children at
Cheltenham, which he founded, giving it
730 acres for a site; he also established
the Maryland school for the deaf and
dumb at Frederick. In 1807 he endowed
the North Middleboro academy with
$30,000 and he gave a good deal ol
money to various churches in the neigh-

borhood of his birthplace. In 1882 Mr.
Pratt built and endowed in Baltimore
the Enoch Pratt free circulating library
at the cost of a million and a quarter
dollars. He saw the building erected
and its service to the public in lull force;
the library was open to the public in
Tnnuarv. 188G. Mr. Pratt was then 78
